Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Soong-Shiong et 

al. 

Soong - Shiong et al teach a composition comprising a mixture of polymers and cells, 
wherein the polymers are crosslinkable (claims 1,5). Alginate, by UV light, and the photoiaatiater 
2,2-Dime4tfioxy-2-Phenyl acetophenone are specified (Example 17). A cocatalyst, 
triethanolamine, is specified (column 7 lines 36-37). Hepatocyte cells are specified (column 9 line

30), Polymerization is specific, Local, an^ rapid (column 3 lines 60-61). 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686
